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CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS 


There  were  47,  1  million  hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  in  the  10  Corn 
Belt  States  on  September  1,  1968,  as  estimated  by  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board.    This  is  1  percent  above  the  46.  5  million  head  a  year  earlier 
and  2  percent  higher  than  the  46.  1  million  head  on  September  1,  1966. 
The  10  States  included  in  this  report  are  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Missouri,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and 
Kansas. 

Inventory  numbers  on  September  1,   1968  were  larger  than  a  year 
earlier  in  6  of  the  10  States.    Nebraska  was  up  10  percent;  Minnesota 
and  Kansas  were  each  up  7  percent;  Missouri,  up  6  percent;  South 
Dakota,  up  5  percent;  and  Wisconsin,  up  1  percent.    Iowa  was  unchanged 
from  last  year.    Inventories  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois  were  down  1 
to  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

The  number  of  hogs  and  pigs  kept  for  breeding  on  September  1, 
1968  for  the  10  States  totaled  6,  607,000  head.    This  is  5  percent  above 
the  6,314,  000  head  a  year  earlier.    Market  hogs  and  pigs  (formerly 
called  other  hogs  and  pigs)  totaled  40,  528,  000  head,  1  percent  higher 
than  the  40,  148,  000  head  on  September  1,  1967.    All  of  the  increase 
in  market  hogs  and  pigs  was  in  the  under-60  poiond  group  which,  at 
14,664,  000  head,  was  up  715,000  head.    The  number  in  each  of  the 
other  weight  groups  on  hand  September  1,  1968  and  the  declines  from  a 


year  earlier  were:   60-119  poiands,     1 0,  370,  000  head,  downS^.OOO; 
120-179  pounds,  9,  453 ,  000  head,  down  193,  000;  1 80-219  pounds, 
5, 116, 000  head,  down  60, 000;  and  220  pounds  and  over,  925, 000  head, 
down  25,  000,

JUNE-AUGUST  PIG  CROP 


The  June-August  1968  pig  crop  in  the  10  States  is  estimated  at 
17,408,000  head,  5  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    The  Western  Corn 
Belt  States  showed  the  largest  increases,  wich  Nebraska  up  16  per- 
cent.   Sows  farrowing  in  the  10  States  during  June-August  1967  totaled 
2,  355,  000  --  also  5  percent  above  the  year-earlier  period.  Sows 
farrowing  in  each  of  1  0  States  were  equal  to  or  above  the  June- August 
period  a  year  earlier.    The  average  number  of  pigs  per  litter  for 
Jxane-August  farrowings  in  the  10-States  increased  slightly  to  7.  39 
from  7.38  a  year  earlier. 


SEPTEMBER-NOVEMBER  INTENTIONS 


Sows  bred  for  farrowing  in  the  10  States  during  September, 
October  and  November  totaled  2,306,000  head,  4  percent  more  than 
farrowed  in  the  same  months  a  year  earlier.    Increases  are  indicated 
for  all  10  States,  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Missouri  and  South  Dakota 
to  1  0  percent  in  Nebraska. 


DECEMBER  1968- FEBRUARY  1969  INTENTIONS 


Farrowing  intentions  for  the  December  1 968-February  1969 
quarter  in  the  10  States  are  4  percent  above  farrowings  in  the  same 
months  a  year  earlier.    If  these  expectations  are  carried  out  1,815,000 
sows  will  farrow  during  those  months  compared  with  1,747,  000  a  year 
earlier.     Three  States  --  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Minnesota  --  have 
reported  intentions  to  farrow  4  to  6  percent  fewer  sows,  while  increases 
in  intentions  in  six  States  range  from  4  to  14  percent.    No  change  is 
indicated  for  Missouri.
